EDWARD LEE GREENE, BOTANIS5T 


collections in the United States. This valuable library was a 
gift to the University from Edward Lee Greene, the famous 
American botanist. Dr. Greene was born in Rhode Island in 1843, but 
the family moved West 1in/1855 settling finally in Wisconsin. Edward 
Greene was graduated from Albion College in 13866 and no doubt his 
love for flowers was first born in him here for he came under the 

influence of the Swedish neturalist Thure Kumiecin. 


(l T THE UNIVERSITY OF NOTRE DAME is one of the finest botanical 


Although the Greene family belonged to the Baptist church, the 
future botanist went to the West coast as a missionary for the 
Episcopal church, His stations were located in widely separated 
districts of California, New Mexico and Colorado, and he often walk- 
ed from one station to mother studying the flora along the wey. It 
is quite probable that his scientific work in botany began after his 
appointment 4° St. Mertk's church in Cliforni:..Here he made 
the acquaintance of men on the Faculty of the University of California . 
and had access to the herbarium of the California Academy of Sciences. 
With his appointment to the Department of Bchany at the University, he 
found less and less time to give to preaching and finally @ave it up 
entirely to devote all his time to teaching and study. It was about 
this time (1885) that he became a Catholic. 


The year 1889 saw the publication of the first part of his 
"Western American Oaks! His "Manual of the Botany of the Region of 
San Francisco Bay" followed shortly after. He never finished his 
"Flora Franciscana." In 1887 he started his own botanical periodical 
called "Pittonia", This ran through five volumes, He was also. the 
founder of the magazine “Erythea!? In 1895 the Catholic University of 
American invited him to Washington to head the Department of Botmny. 
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He was not especially happy in his new position as there were few 
students in his depertment and conditions were not fevorable for 
scientific research. He resigned in 1904 to accept an appointment 


in the United States National Museum. 


During his years of study Dr. Greene had gathered a library 
ef over 3,000 volumes and a herbarium of 100,000 plants. Under an 
agreement entered into with the National Museum, this material was 
to be available for study by the staff of the Museum and might be 
purchased at any time during the next ten years at a price of $20,000, 
In speaking of his library, Dr. Greene said, "Of the library itself, 
however, few, if any ... know all its merits. It is the pioneer among 
American collections of pre--Linrwan and. post-Linnean books." He 
knew the literature of botany preceeding Linnaeus better probably 
than any botanist of ‘his time. 


As the National Museum had not taken steps to acquire the 
collections and Dr. Greene's helth was not the best, he arranged 
for the transfer of the books and plants to the University of Notre 
Dame in 1914. Under the terms of the transfer, the library and the 
herbarium were to be kept separate and distinct from all other 
property of the University and no additions’ misht be made to it. At 
the time of the transfer Dr. Greene joined the faculty of Notre 
Dame as Professor of Botany. In October, 1915, he returned once more 
to Washington to continue his work on "Landmarks of Botanical History’ — 
but illness overtook him and he died early in November. His remains © 
were brought to Notre Dame and he was buried in the Community plcet. 


The librery of Dr. Greene; his herbarium of over 150,000 mount- 
ed specimens, and his correspondence with scientists all over the 
world over a thirty year period, now occupy Special quarters in the 
Library of Notre Dame University. Of special Interest is a cony of 
Wood's "Class Bock of Botany” which he carried as a private in the 
Civil War. As time permitted he had collected. and identified plants. 
found on the battlefields and one dried specimen is still resting 
between the leaves of this book. Here also are kept the original 
water colored plated which Le Conte drew fer his "Observations on 
the General Viola, Utricularia and Gratiole." Beaause of the beauty 
of the hand-colored plates in many of the books, the styles of bind- 
ings, the rarity and age. of many of them, this great coliection is 
of as much interest to the bibliophile as to the botanist,

N COLLECTING CERTAIN PERICDICALS DIFFICULTIES ARE OFTEN EN- 

countered because of veriations in title and volume number- 

ing within the same set. Change of title within the same 
volume is not unusual; continuity in volume numbering but with 
two or more titles is more frequent. A summary of the more 
importent of these will be set forth here. The presentftion, 
it is hoped, will obviate meny of the difficulties which are 
met, particularly when access to complete and perfect sets is 
impossible. 


Interesting to examine in this connection is the comnlete 

file of "The Boston Pilot." A continuous series dates from 1829, 
although there were four different titles ond three different 
sterting points for volume numbering. This publication wes found- 

ed in 1829 as a weekly by Bishop Fenwick of Boston. Volume 1, no. 
1, is dated September 5, 1829, ona is entitled "The Jesuit, or 
Catholic Sentinel." This title was carried for 52 issues in the 
first and a like number through the second volume. Number 52 of 
volume 2 is dated August 27, 1831. Then there is a breek of one 
month before the next issue, dated Cctobér 1, 1851, appenrs. In 
this number, the first of volume 3, the title is changed to'"U.S. 


» Catholic Intelligencer" afd is kept to the end of the vclume, i.e. 


to September 21, 1832. During this year of publicrtion the dry of 
issue head been chenzed to Friday, beginning with November 18,1831. 
This lest prectice, together with the new title, was dronned with 
the epnearance, efter a bresk of three months, of volume 4, no. l, 
on Saturdsy, Jandary 5, 1835, end the oublicetion appeared under 
its former title - "The Jesuit, or Catholic Sentinel." This name 
was retained in this and the next volume, i.e. Volume 5, which 
was completed in December 27, 1834. The first issue of the next 
volume dated January 3, 1835, brought a third title ond a new 
stert in volume numbering. The publication creme out as "The 
Literary and Catholic Sentinel" as volume 1; number 1, merking 
the new ownership which had been transferred by Bishop Fenwick 

to Devereux and Donahoe. As a final step in this publicrtion the 
present title "The Boston Pilot" was adopted besinning with the 
first number of the second volume dated January 1, 1836. This is 
Still the title of the populer Boston weekly. Publication had to 
be suspended on Januery 7, 1837 (with the issue of Volume 3p No. 
2) for a time. It was resumed a yerr leter under the same title, 
but a new volume was begun, Volume 1, number 1, January 27, 1838. 


“There were the usual 52 issues in the first and second volumes, 


but Volume 3 contained only 49 as Janucry 2, 1841 bezan Volume 4. 
Since that time the volumes hrve begun on the Saturdey norrest the 
first of Januery. 


An example of the change of title within a volume is seen in 
the “American Catholic Historicnl Researches." This periodical 
was begun in July 1884 as a quarterly (issued in July, October, 
Jenuery, and April) by the Reverend (leter Monsignor A. A. 
Lembing, under the title "Historicnl Researches (Principelly 
Catholic) in Western Pennsylvania." In July 1855 with the opening 
of Volume 2, the title was changed to "The Catholic Historical 
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Researches." In December 1886 the periodical was purchesed by . @ 
Martin I. J. Griffin, who changed the title the following month 
to the "Americen Catholic Historical Researches," calling the 
issue, however, No. 3, of Volume 3, thereby continuing the same 
volume and numbering. In this Jenucry issue he began a new pagin- 
ation starting with page 1. Volume 3 was closed with No. 4, April 
1887 with the final page as page 94. In July 1887 Volume 4, No. 1 
began continuing the old pagination, however, md beginning with 
page 95. This volume was concluded with No. 2 issued October.1887 
with the finerl page numbered 192. These two issucs, instead of 
the usual four, constitutes the fourth volume "The first volume 
under our menagement", as Griffin neively remarks. With the 
apperrence of the Janusry 1888 issue as Volume 5, No. 1 Ddegan 
the practice of beginning the volume in January. 


A New Series was begun with the completion of Volume 21 be- 
cause of an increase in the subscrinvtion price. Volume l, No. l, 
under the same title apverred in January 1905.: The sub-title ex- 
plains that this is the twenty second volume pf the set. This 
double designation is carried through the third number of Volume 
8, New Series, which is the twenty-ninth of the set, in July 1912. 
On October 10, 1911, Martin I. J. Griffin, "the indefatigable 
delver into the sources of Catholic onnals in America, died"; and 
his son, Dr. Willinm L. J. Griffin continued the "Researches" 
until they were combindd with the "Records of the American Catholic 
Historical Society" to perpetuate the former reriodical. The first 
issue of the joined periodtczls under the title "Records eof the 6 
Amcricen Catholic Historical Society" is dated September 1921. The 
Sub-title "with which is combined the American C*tholic Historicel 
Researches" explains the relationship end this number is considered 
as No. 4 of Volume £9 of the "Researches"; the same cony also acts 
as No..3 of the Records, Volume 23. The last issue of the “™~ 
Researches" under its own title is the July 191° issue. The con- 
tents of this issue are the lest to be found in the Index for the 
entire series covering July 1884 throush July 1912 which wes pre- 
pared by Dr. Griffin and published by the American Catholic 
Historical Society. (This article will be concluded in the April

The matter of ferreting out L C card numbers is one thet con- 
. Sumes the time of many libreiry assistants all over the country. 
Would it be possible to lighten the labor of many hands, eyes, and 
minds by having the publisher print the L ¢ card number on the re- 
verse of the title-page of every book copyrighted? The Copyrisht 
Office ‘could probably cooperate with the Library of Congress and 
transmit the L C card number with the copyright permit to the 6 
publisher or author. This would enable a new book to come to the 
libreries bearing the precious figures and greatly expedite the 
Securing of cards from the Librory of Congress. The sucsestion 
has perhaps been made repeatedly «nd as often declared imprectic- 
able. If it is new or less impracticable now, can we do anything 
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anything to have it carried out?

} many high authoritiés. With the bound volume covering 
‘47% the indexing for 1929 and 1930, the beginning of a new 
and important addition to Catholic literature will be seen. It 
may be important to summarize’ the: experience 80. far: and try to 
define: necessary steps. for thgfuture. 


PERTODICAL INDEX 
will approximate ten thousand dollars: annually if it is to be a 


.permanent thing, capable of paying its own way. At the present - 


time much anguish and delay is due to the uncertainties. that one

- and willing to carry a publication along if it has substantial. 
backers, This has been the case with our Index'so far. The great 


determination to set up this service has carried it through to. 
this stage. We must now lay Targer plans. It is much better for 
us to see clearly the actual problem than to dwell in glowing 
terms on the general good to be derived from the publication. In 


-.the main that can now be accepted. Letters have. come in. from all 
‘parts of the United States and abroad assuring the editor that a 


publication such as the Index will succeed by shear necessity, it 
is so vitally needed. The question of financing the publication 
over the next two or three years until it hes secured a firm and 
durable is paramount. - 


There is no Catholic: foundation to which the Library 


‘Section cen appeal for this supnort. Consequently the Editor 


has called upon the colleges and universities to give aid. The 
assistance so far given has carried us through the troublesome 
difficulties of the first volume largely, but a deficit must be 
met of two thousand dollars. A special appeal was sent, there- 
fore, by the Editor to all the Bishops and college presidents in 


.the United States inviting them to contribute to making this a. 
- permanent publication. The responses to that request will mark
